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Shiphijack

Prime Minister Peres is expected 
to press the advantages gained in the 
Achille Laura affair and convince 
President Reagan that the PLO has 
finally ruled itself out as a potential 
partner in the peace process. 

Israeli officials see the hijack dra- 
ma as a public relations bonanza 
which must be used to the hilt. 

PLO leader Yasser Arafat's in- 
volvement in tbe affair and the suc- 
cessful American intervention 
against Middle East terrorism have 
created a climate in which, the offi- 
cials say, Israeli leaders should be 
able to convince the U.S. to une- 
quivocally dismiss the prospect of 
even indirect PLO participation in 
the peace process. 

Arafat's role in the hijack has, in 
the eyes of Israeli officials, smeared 
him with a tarbrush because of the 
murder of wheelchair-bound Amer- 
ican passenger Leon Klinghoffer. 
Officials here hope the image will 
last, though, experts say, the alliance 
between Arafat and the group which 
committed the hijack was a marriage 
of convenience. 

The Abu al-Abas faction of the 
Palestine Liberation Front (PLF) 
did not give Arafat much control 
over its actions in their affiance. 

Officials tn the Prime Minister’s 
Office said last night that Peres, who 
leaves on Tuesday for a 12-day tour 
of Europe and die U.S., will try. to 
convince Reagan that now that tbe 
PLO is out of the picture, it is the

Asks protesting students to wait before acting 

Mubarak claims U.S. act 
obstructs peace process 


CAIRO (AP). - President Hosni 
Mubarak yesterday accused the U.S. 
of piracy in forcing down an Egyp- 
tian jetliner carrying the four hijack- 
ers of the Italian cruise ship Achille 
Lauro, and an estimated 500 stu- 
dents clashed with police during a 
protest against the interception. 

Mubarak told a news conference 
that Thursday night's interception 
caused a setback to Egyptian- 
American relations that will take 
“more time and effort by the United 
States” to heal. The action “ob- 
structs the peace process" in the 
Middle East, he said. 

"The United States should never 
have done this, with all tbe 
friendship that exists between us." 
he said. "This is very sad, and l am 
vety wounded.” 

Egypt says its aircraft was taking 
the hijackers to Tunisia for trial by 
the PLO. That, Mubarak said, 
"would have been much better than 
trying them in Italy or in the United 
States and opening the door for 


revenge problems... 

He noted President Reagan's con- 
ciliatory remarks after the intercep- 
tion but asked: “Is it so easy to 
overlook such an incident? We are 
friends, bnt to be able to overlook 
this incident, it will take a long time. 

“I ask Egyptians and university 
students to be wise and wait before 
doing anything." 

The appeal to students appeared 
aimed. at quelling such unrest as 
occurred at Cairo University a few 
hours before Mubarak spoke. 

The demonstrators burned U.S. 
and Israeli flags and chanted slogans 
against Mubarak, the U.S. and 
Israel. 

"Hosni Mubarak, coward, U.S. 
agent," they shouted. "The Amer- 
icans are our enemy." 

The protesters gathered inside tbe 
upversity’s fences, then marched 
into a street leading to one of Cairo’s 
busiest plazas, Giza Square. 

Five fines of steel-helmeted police 
blocked the way.

Italians release leader 
of hijackers’ faction 


ROME. - Italy yesterday released 
Abu al-Abas, leader of the PLO 
faction whose men hijacked the 
Achille Lauro cruise ship last week, 
drawing a “hard and sharp protest" 
from the LT.S. ambassador here. 

The four hijackers have now been 
transferred to a jail in the Sicilian 
port of Siracusa and have been 
served with arrest warrants charging 
kidnapping, murder and acts of ter- 
rorism. 

Officials in the office of Prime 
Minister Betrino Craxi said that 
Abas, leader of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Front (PLF) had been allowed 
to leave Italy for Yugoslavia. 

The U.S. ambassador in Rome, 
Maxwell Rabb, later went to Craxi’s 
office to deliver a protest, Craxi's 
diplomatic counsellor, Antonio 
Bariini. told reporters without giving 
details. Craxi was not in his Palazzo 
Chigi office, and Rabb saw Badini. 

On his way out after the brief visit, 
Rabb told reporters: “I am not 
altogether happy with what has been 
happening today. For us and for the 
worid, too, the big issue is the fight 
against terrorism." 

The U.S. Justice Department said 
earlier it had asked Italy to detain 
al-Abas pending a formal extradi- 
tion request. It said an arrest warrant 
had been issued for the Palestinian 
leader. 

Justice department spokesman 
Pat Korten said in Washington the 
U.S. believed al-Abas “to be the 
mastermind of the (hijack) opera- 
tion" and the arrest warrant charged 
him with hostage-tilting, piracy and 
conspiracy. 

A White House spokesman said 
hist night it would seek to extradite 
al-Abas from Yugoslavia or any- 
where else he goes. “We wQI find 
him," said the spokesman. 

FBI director William Webstersaid 
in the U.S. yesterday that “two crack 
teams” from the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation had left for Italy and at 
least one planned to go to Egypt to 
gather evidence. 

In Siracusa, the four captured hi- 
jackers told their Italian investiga- 
tors that they bad decided to com- 
mandeer the Achille Lauro after a 


waiter spotted them cleaning their 
weapons in their cabin, the Ansa 
news agency reported yesterday. 

Quoting unidentified Italian 
magistrates questioning the four hi- 
jackers in Siracusa, the report said 
the hijackers originally had planned 
to mount an attack in Ashdod, the 
ship's next port of call after Pott 
Said. 

But they had to change their plan 
after the waiter unexpectedly en- 
tered their room and saw the 
weapons, the hijackers reportedly 
told the magistrates. 

The waiter tried to run away, but 
he- was promptly caught by the hi- 
jackers and taken hostage. Ansa 
quoted the Palestinians as telling the 
investigators. 

The report could not be confirmed 
independently as the prosecutor's 
office was closed for the day. 

The magistrates yesterday 
announced that they have served 
arrest warrants on the four Palesti- 
nians, charging them with kidnap- 
ping and murder as well as posses- 
sion of arms and explosives in con- 
nection with the hijacking of the ship 
and killing of a U.S. passenger, Leon 
Klinghoffer. 

Earlier yesterday, the U.S. 
Embassy said a group of American 
passengers from the Achille Lauro 
had flown to Sicily from Cairo to 
identity the hijackers. 

Magistrate Luigi Meloni of 
Genoa, from where the liner began 
its cruise on October 3, strongly 
suggested at a news conference in 
Siracusa that the identification was 
positive although he did not say so 
specifically. 

He said that not all of the Amer- 
icans were asked to testify because 
“the identification procedure by 
some of the Americans was suffi- 
cient." 

But the nationalities and true 
names of the hijackers have not been 
established, tbe magistrates said. 

Dolrino Flavio, deputy prosecu- 
tor in Siracusa, said they all carried 
false passports but he would not say 
from what countries. 

He confirmed that the names and

Mubarak seen courting 
PLO at expense of U.S.

WASHINGTON. - There is wide- 
spread anger in the Reagan adminis- 
tration over Egypt's blatant decep- 
tion of tbe U.S. and Italian govern- 
ments in insisting thr.t the four ter- 
rorists in the Achille Lauro hijacking 
'left Egypt on Thursday when they 
were still in Egyptian custody at an 
airbase near Cairo. Tbe Americans 
are also clearly outraged that Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak accused them 
of “air piracy" in forcing the Egypt 
Air 737 carrying the hijackers to 
Tunis to land in Sicily. 

Nevertheless, senior U.S. offi- 
cials, from President Reagan down, 
are anxiously trying to limit the dam- 
age to U.S.-Egyptian relations as a 
result of tbe circumstances sur- 
rounding the capture of the four 
terrorists. 

In a reflection of the U.S. anger, 
an administration official said on 
Friday that Reagan may boycott the 
UN 40th anniversary celebration if 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat attends. 
(See story - Page 2) 

And, despite U.S. efforts to calm 
tensions, there is mounting fear 
among high administration officials 
in Washington that the incident 
might seriously strain American- 
Egyptian ties for some time to come. 

Throughout the day on Thursday, 
even after the Mubarak statements 
denying control of the terrorists, 
U.S. officials continued to insist that 
they had other information. Even in 


semi-public statements, the Amer- 
icans undiplomatically second- 
guessed the Egyptian president - a 
clearly extraordinary development. 

Authoritative U.S. officials in 
Washington yesterday insisted that 
the dramatic U.S. aerial interception 
of the Egypt Air 737 and its forced 
landing in Sicily were done without 
any coordination with the Egyp- 
tians. who on Friday condemned the 
U.S. operation in an official state- 
ment. 

There was concern that Mubarak 
was apparently more interested in 
patching up Egypt's ties with Arafat 
and the'PLO as well as other radical 
Arab elements than in maintaining 
its dose relationship with the U.S.. 

The reaction in the U.S. Congress 
and much of American public opin- 
ion was becoming increasingly hos- 
tile toward Egypt, America's second 
largest foreign aid recipient, even as 
Reagan and other administration 
spokesmen actively sought to limit 
the negative fallout. 

But the angry Egyptian reaction, 
as reflected by Mubarak yesterday, 
was bound to aggravate the situation 
since the capture of the terrorists was 
almost universally applauded in 
Washington. Republicans and 
Democrats, liberals and conserva- 
tives. were delighted that the U.S. 
had taken such a decisive step to 
bring the terrorists to justice. 

But the U.S. effort to limit the 
damage in relations with Egypt has

Relatives waited at a hotel at the 
Newark International Airport, 
where the 17 returning passengers 
were to be taken by bus for a private 
reunion and for debriefing by FBI

The plane carried the widow of 
69-year-old Leon Klinghoffer. the 
wheelchair-bound New Yorker kil- 
led aboard the Achille Lauro before 
the terrorists surrendered. 

The K1 in gh offers' two daughters 
and son-in-law arrived at the airport 
hotel with a police escort to wait for 
their mother. Marilyn Klinghoffer 
had appeared dazed and under seda- 
tion as she entered a bus at a Cairo 
hotel for the drive to the airport.

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Egypt detains liner until hijackers’ jet returns

The Achille Lauro cruise ship, 
hijacked last week by four Palesti- 
nian terrorists, is being held by 
Egyptian authorities at Post Said, 
apparently until Italy releases the 
Egypt Air 737, forced to land over- 
night Thursday with the terrorists on 
board, at a Nato base at Sigonella, 
Sicily. 

The plane is expected to return 
from Italy this afternoon, an Egypt 
Air official said last night. 

. The liner’s agent, meanwhile, £^id 
V yesterday that the ship would q ot 
continue to Israel as planned, arid 
that the cruise would not go on. 


The hundreds of passengers 
who bad left the liner at Alexan- 
dria for a day-trip to Cairo before 
she was hijacked and who were 
flown to Israel were leaving 
yesterday and today, having 
toured the country over the past 
coaple of days. 

Passengers were seen in Jeru- 
salem on Friday night, dressed in 
Hghweight clothing unprepared 
for the caoital’s cool weather. 
Busloads of approximately 200 
arrived and strolled the streets 
with blankets draped over their 
shoulders. 

The 330 crew of the Achille Lauro 
and about a dozen passengers are 
still on board - and want to abandon 


ship. 

But Egyptian authorities refuse to 
let them leave the luxury 23,629-ton 
cruise liner. 

One crewman was wrestled to the 
ground by Egyptian police at 3.30 
a.m. yesterday when he tried, to 
leave the ship. Police said he 
“freaked out." 

Yesterday Egyptian engineers 
erected searchlights to play on the 
eight-deck ship at night. 

And police who searched the liner 
took away eight skeet guns after a 
brawl between crew members. The 
guns are used for clay pigeon shoot- 
ing. 

British diplomats who visited 
eight 'Britons on board said the ship 


would head to Italy as soon as it had 
clearance to sail. 

The vessel had been scheduled to 
sail from Port Said at dawn Friday. 
But the permit was rescinded hours 
after U.S. warplanes intercepted the 
Egyptian aircraft carrying the four 
Palestinians. 

The managing director of the 
Lauro shipping company, which 
owns the liner, said that once the 
ship returns to Genoa, the luggage 
will be collected from all the cabins 
and' sent to its owners around the 
worid. 

He said tbe hijacking and the 
ship's subsequent delay had cost the 
Lauro company “a fortune, more 
than SI million so far."

Trade gap shrinks by 28 percent

Israel’s trade deficit shrank by 
some $620 million in the first nine 
months of the year compared to the 
same period last year. The gap be- 
tween imports and exports of mer- 
chandise dropped by 28.2 per cent to 
$1,575 million. 

Figures released Friday by the 
Central Bureau of Statistics showed 


that during the first nine months of 
the year the exports of goods totalled 
$4,247 million, 6.6 per cent more 
than in the same period last year. 
Imports of goods went down by 5-7 
per cent to a total of $5, 822m. 

In September the excess of im- 
ports over exports totalled $149m., 
compared to $203m. in September 
1984, a drop of 26 per cent. 


White SA opposition meets with leaders of banned ANC

JOHANNESBURG. - For the first 
time since 1960, white South African 
politicians have met with leaders of 
the banned African National Con- 
gress (ANC) in an attempt to lay the 
groundwork. -for negotiations be-

Two rounds of talks were held on 
iday and yesterday in the Zambian 
capita) of Lusaka between an ANC 
delegation and a delegation from the 
Progressive-Federal Party (PFP) led 
by party leader Frederik Van Zyi 
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Slabbert- With 27 seats in the white 
parliament, the PFP functions as the 
official opposition to the Nationalist 
government of President P.W. 
Botha. 

A PFP participant described Fri- 
day's exploratory talks as ‘Triendly 
and very worth while." He said that 
the PFP did not anticipate any con- 
crete results from the talks, but 
hoped to open a channel of com- 
munication with the leading black 
liberation movement. 

The ANC has operated from 
abroad since shortly before it was 
banned in 1960, Last month, a 


seven-man delegation of white 
South African businessmen and 
newspaper editors held an historic 
meeting with an ANCJ delegation 
headed by the movement’s leader 
Oliver Tambo. 

Tambo is currently touring 
Europe and was not present ax this 
weekend’s meeting. His absence was 
seen in South Africa as a calculated 
snub in response to the moderate 
approach adopted by the PFP and 
Slabbert’ s alliance with Zulu leader 
Mangosuthu Butheleri, who is at 
loggerheads with the ANC. 

In a recent interview with The 


Jerusalem Post, Slabbert said he saw 
his role as being a mediator between 
the government and the black libera- 
tion movements. The object, he 
said, was to bring about a national 
convention of all concerned parties 
to negotiate new political structures 
for South Africa. ■ 

As a means towards that end, 
Slabbert, Buthelezi and an assort- 
ment of church, civic and business 
leaders launched a convention 
alliance three weeks ago. The 
alliance has been strongly opposed 
by the ANC and other black bodies,

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U.S. jets, Egyptian plane in Mediterranean drama 


WASHINGTON (AP). - High over 
the night-time Mediterranean Sea. 
four U.S. Navy F-14 jets from the 
aircraft carrier Saratoga circled 
south of Crete, waiting for their 
quarry- a chartered jet carrying four 
Palestinian hijackers. 

When the jets spotted their target 
Thursday evening, they intercepted 
it and flew wing-by-wing with the 
plane to a landing at a Nato base in 
Sicily, where the hijackers were 
arrested. 

It was the most dramatic turn yet 
in the saga of the cruise ship Achilie 
Lauro, and the U.S. Defence Secret- 
ary Caspar Weinberger rushed from 
his Maine vacation home to a post- 
midnight Pentagon news conference 
to praise his troops. 

"The work of the Navy planes and 
the carrier cannot be commended 


too highly.” said a happy Weinber- 
ger. “It is a difficult task on very 
short notice both to assemble planes 
and make an intercept," 

President Reagan ordered prepa- 
rations made ready for an intercept 
earlier Thursday, White House 
spokesman Larry Speakes said, and 
the order was sent to the giant ship 
about 8 p.m. Israel time. The 30- 
year-old Saratoga and its 85 war- 
planes running northwest along the 
Albanian coast, turned around and 
steamed south. 

Two hours later, Reagan gave the 
final approval and the carrier’s war- 
planes were launched along with 
radar planes and tankers for refuel- 
ing. 

Weinberger said the F-14 Tomcats 
streaked south across Crete and cir- 
cled, waiting for the chartered Egvp-

An official said that if the General 
Assembly votes to invite Arafat and 
he comes, the U.S. would “re- 
evaluate the level and extent of its 
participation.” 

Asked if that meant Reagan might 
cancel his planned October 24 
address, the official said, “Anything 
is possible.

Arafat, Arab press score U.S. ‘terror’ 


DAKAR, Senegal. - PLO chief Yas- 
ser Arafat Saturday denounced the 
U.S. and its “cowboy logic" for 
forcing an Egyptian plane carrying 
the hijackers of a cruise ship to land 
in Italy. 

“There is no difference between a 
terrorist who hijacks an airplane 
with a pistol and a terrorist who 
hijacks a plane with warplanes,” 
Arafat told a news conference. 
“President Reagan thinks it is a 
courageous act by the Sixth Fleet 
(when it is) an act of terrorism." 

Arafat said the U.S. decision to 
force the Tunis; an- bouad plane to 
land in Sicily late Thuraday shows 
the “double face of American poli- 


cies.” While negotiating with Arab 
leaders, the U.S. approves acts of 
terrorism against them, he said. 

The action also came in for harsh 
criticism from editorial writers of 
Arab newspapers Saturday. 

The Kuwaiti daily al-Reti al-Am 
called Reagan “the terror leader” 
and said that by forcing the Egyptian 
plane with the hijackers to land, it 
had opened the door to hell, but the 
U.S. would be “the first to enter." 

The Baghdad daily al-Tawra 
labelled the action “Americas air 
piracy” and predicted it would result 
in an “escalation in violence and the 
taking of acts of vengeance in the 
region.” (AP, Itim)

intelligence community performed 
flawlessly in this most difficult and 
delicate operation. They have my 
gratitude and I'm sure the gratitude 
of all of their countrymen.” 

Reagan's unusual public reference 
to the intelligence community was 
significant, U.S. officials said. The 
Americans do not normally highlight 
the work of governmental intelli- 
gence experts. But in light of the 
critical role they played in determin- 
ing the exact whereabouts of the four 
terrorists, Reagan decided to go 
public with his praise. 

U.S. intelligence had learned very 
early that Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak and other Egyptian 
spokesmen had openly lied when 
they said that the Palestinians had 
already left the country, U.S. offi- 
cials said the Egyptian Foreign 
Ministry, in official contacts 
throughout Thursday with U.S. and 
Italian diplomats in Cairo, con- 
tinued to insist that the terrorists 
were no longer under Egyptian con- 
trol - which was not true. 

Vic Washington Post yesterday- 
said on its front page: “The capture 
was a triumph for U.S. intelligence 
and military prowess in an age when 
both had been questioned, even ridi- 
culed.” 

The newspaper quoted a know- 
ledgeable intelligence source as 
saying that the U.S. intelligence 
community had managed to get all 
the facts "possibly with Israeli" assist- 
ance.” 

“We knew all the time where the 
hijackers were located,” the un- 
named source was quoted as having 
said. The report did not elaborate on

tian Boeing 737. It carried the four 
hijackers, as well as two other 
Palestinians, four Egyptians and the 
plane's crew. 

The F-14s intercepted the 737 at 
11.30 p.m. Israel time and the two 
sides began talking on their radios. 
The Egyptian crew radioed to Tunis 
for landing approval, but was re- 
jected. Another call for an OK to 
land at Athens was also turned 
down. 

At that point, the 737 “accepted 
our intercept and agreed it would be 
taken by us to a Nato base” in Sicily, 
Weinberger said. No shots were 
fired. 

Weinberger refused to answer one 
Of the biggest questions remaining 
from the incident: What the F-14s 
would have done had the Egyptian 
plane refused to follow to Sidly. 


Another big unanswered question 
was how much, if any, help the U.S. 
had from Egypt. Speakes said Egypt 
was not a party to the operation and 
Weinberger declined to go beyond 
that comment. 


The American interception of the 
plane carrying the hijackers has a 
precedent in the Mediterranean in 
France’s similar 1956 action to seize 
leaders of the Algerian revolution.

Countdown to capture

The 23, 629-ton liner Achilie 
Lauro, with 454 people on board, 
was hijacked after leaving the Egyp- 
tian port of Alexandria last Monday 
night. 

The four terrorists who took over 
the vessel directed it first towards 
Syria and then Cyprus, but were 
refused permission to dock. 

Last Wednesday morning found 
the liner moored off Egypt’s Port 
Said, while a team of PLO-Italian- 
Egyptian negotiators worked out 
with the hijackers the conditions 
under which the vessel might dock. 

Egypt guaranteed the four terror- 
ists safe conduct out of the country, 
they surrendered to PLO officials, 
and they were later taken off the ship 
to the Egyptian Navy base at Port 
Said. 

The following is a chronology of 
the events leading to the capture of 
the four by U.S. and Italian author- 
ities: 

• Thursday noon: Egyptian Presi- 
dent Hosni Mubarak says be allowed 
the hijackers to fly out of the country 
on Wednesday night. 

• - Evening: President Reagan, 
during a visit to a baking plant in 


Chicago, approves a plan to inter- 
cept the jetliner carrying the four 
terrorists. 

• 1800 GMT (8 p.m. Israel time): 
The order is transmitted to the air- 
craft carrier Saratoga, cruising in the 
Adriatic Sea, to prepare for an inter- 
cept. The 30-year-old carrier turns 
and steams south. 

• 2000 GMT (10 p.m . Israel time) : 
Reagan gives the final order for the 
interception and “at least four” su- 
personic F-14 jet fightere, along with 
radar planes and tankers, are laun- 
ched from the Saratoga. 

• 2130 GMT (11:30 p.m. in 
Israel): The F-14 Tomcats intercept 
the Egyptian Boeing 737 en route 
from Cairo to Tunis. Tunisia and 
Greece refuse to permit the jetliner 
to land and the 737's pilot agrees to 
land at a Nato base in Sicily. 

• Shortly after 2200 GMT (mid- 
night in Israel): Reagan calls Italian 
Prime Minister Bettino Craxi. 

• 2330 GMT (1:30 a.m. Friday in 
Israel): The airliner touches down at 
Sigonella airport, a Nato base near 
Catania, and is surrounded by Ita- 
lian and U.S. forces. Within the next 
several hours, Italian authorities 
agree to take the terrorists into cus- 
tody.

Spanish police seek suspect 
in murder of Israel sailors 


Three people died on the coun- 
try’s roads Friday and yesterday, in 
addition to the eight who were killed 
in the week ending Thursday night. 

On Friday a 95-year-old resident 
of Kiryat Ata, Avraham Karfcov, 
was struck by a car driven by a local 
man while crossing a street in the 
township. 

Two young children were killed in 
the Gaza Strip yesterday, in two 
separate accidents. Both children, 
aged two and six, were run down by 
trades. 


In an unusual chain-accident in- 
volving eleven cars, one person was 
seriously hurt in Tel Aviv before 
dawn Saturday. Another five people 
were lightly injured, and all 11 cars 
were damaged. The accident took 
place on the Haifa road, after a light 
rain bad made the surface slick. 

The Thursday night statistics 
showed that, in addition to the eight 
people killed, another 71 had been 
badly injured in a total of 57 serious 
accidents. Among the dead were 
three pedestrians, two of them chil- 
dren. (Itim).

Bassiouny assured Israel that it 
would receive a full report on the 
incident as soon as foe committee led 
by Egyptian Defence Minister 
Mohammed Abdui-Haiim Abu 
Ghazala completed its work.

Diplomatic reception called off 

PLO officials arrive 
in London for talks 
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LONDON. - Two senior PLO A ffinals 
and a Jordanian minister arrived in 
London for talks due this week on 
the Middle East peace process. 

Eli Kbonry. a member 
Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nization. Executive Committee, and 
Jordanian Deputy Premier Abdul- 
Wahab al-Majali arrived from Am- 
man ahead of a meeting with Foreign 
Secretary Geoffrey Howe expected 
next week. 

Another leading PLO member, 
Mohammed Milhern, arrived separ- 
ately. f 

Meanwhile, a diplomatic recep- 
tion for Khoury and Milhem. 
has been called off here because of 
public indignation following the 
murder of a passenger on the Italian 
cruise liner Achille Laura . 

Milhem and Khoury were to have 
been feted at London's Dorchester 
Hotel tomorrow evening. 

Feisal Aweida, the PLO repre- 
sentative in London, said here 
yesterday that it would be “too ris- 
ky" for the reception to go on. The 
visit itself, however, will go ahead. 

The Times of Londoo said yester- 
day that “the Americans are said to 
be furious that the visit is to go 
ahead" following the hijacking of 
the Achille Laura. But The Times 
said the Americans had maintained 
“a steely silence in public." 

Howe defended the invitation to 
Khoury and Milhem Thursday, re- 
peating Britain's assertion that the 
two PLO representatives had public- 
ly repudiated terrorism and vio- 
lence. 


The two were invited by Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher during 
her recent visit to Jordan. The visit 
has aroused considerable con- 
troversy not only in the Jewish com- 
munity here but also among some 
pro-Israel sections of her own Con- 
servative Party. 

The Arab reception would have 
attracted angry demonstrations by 
members of Jewish organizations, 
who were incensed by the govern- 
ment's invitation to the PLO pair 
even before the latest wave of Mid- 
dle East terr o rism culminating in the 
Achille Laura affair. 

This anger will still be voiced on 
Monday evening at a meeting, called 
by the leading Jewish communal 
organizations, to be addressed by 
British politicans, Jewish dignitar- 
ies, including Chief Rabbi Immanuel 
Jakobovits, and Israeli Ambassador 
Yehuda Avner. 

Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
said during a brief stopover at Lon- 
don airport enrbute to Israel from 
New York Friday that Britain would 
be “strengthening international ter- 
rorism” by allowing the visit to go 
ahead. 

“I don't think any European coun- 
try — any civilized country - should 
receive such a delegation and by this 
step give the PLO terrorists legiti- 
mization and international prestige. 

“By receiving such a delegation, 
governments or states are streng- 
thening international terrorism and 
weakening the struggle against it."

Mediterranean cruise ships 
avoiding Egyptian harbours

HAIFA. - The cruise ships making 
the Mediterranean tour have reacted 
swiftly to the hijacking of the Achille 
Lauro between Alexandria and Port 
Said last week by cutting out their 
scheduled calls in Egyptian har- 
bours. 

On Friday the Italian Enrico C 
arrived here with 650 American 
tourists and sailed again in the even- 
ing for Ashdod, where they will stay 
for two days, instead of Egypt. 
Yesterday a Finnish ship, Vista 
Fjord, arrived with 600 tourists and' 
is staying over until today instead of 
going to Egypt. 


A third cruise ship, the Royal 
Viking Sky is due here this morning 
and is cutting her cruise short by two 
days in order not to enter Egyptian 
ports. 

On the other hand, no cancella- 
tions of their visits here have yet 
been received regarding additional 
cruise ships due in Haifa and Ashdod 
during this month. 

Meanwhile The Jerusalem Post 
has learned that the U.S. Sixth Fleet 
aircraft carrier USS Saratoga, whose 
planes intercepted the Achille Lauro 
hijackers and forced them to land in 
Sicily, is due here for a week-long 
visit next month. The visit was sche- 
duled many weeks ago.

NEW YORK. - Leaders of Amer- 
ican Jewish organizations yesterday 
hailed the seizure of the four hijack- 
ers of the Achille Lauro, while de- 
nouncing Yasser Arafat as the real 
architect of the hijacking.

hijacking drama. 

David Gordis, executive director 
of the American Jewish Committee, 
said: “We are delighted by this bold 


action and hope these murderers will 
be swiftly punished. Yasser Arafat’s 
claim to be a negotiator has been 
revealed as a total fabrication. The 
thought that the UN is reaefy to 
extend an invitation to this interna- 
tional gangster and murderer is an 
act of absolute hypocrisy." 

Alexander Schindler, president of 
the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations, remarked: “It is ab- 
out time the U.S. took this kind of 
step. 1 hope the administration will 
follow up this strong step by con- 
tinuing its efforts to stop the murder- 
er Arafat from appearing at the 
rostrum of the UN 

Asked about aid to Egypt, Schind- 
ler commented: “There is at least a 
possibility that Mubarak was in col- 
lusion with the U.S. in the capture of, 
the hijackers. Let's wait and see." ■'

Owner hurt in leg 
as blast hits kiosk

TEL AVIV. - A kiosk owner was 
wounded in the leg when an explo- 
sion rocked his store across from 
Beit Romano on Rebov Hahalutzim 
Friday morning. 

The owner, Israel Staler, 55, was 
taken to Ichilov Hospital. 

“I heard a loud explosion, ran out 
and saw Israel lying on the ground 
with blood oozing out of his leg. I 
tried to speak to him but be was 
dazed," the owner of the store next 
door said. 

Lea Ettinger, a 65-year-old work- 
er in the kiosk, was in the back 
kitchen at the time of the explosion 
and was not hurt. The kiosk's ceiling 
was damaged by the blast. 

It was not clear whether the bomb 
was planted by terrorists. 

Car bomb explodes 
near roadblock 
in South Lebanon

METULL A . -A car bomb exploded 
on Friday at a roadblock guarding 
the entrance to the security zone in 
South Lebanon near Beit Yahun. 
The driver was killed, but there were 
no other casualties or damages. 

The car, a Mercedes, arrived at 
the road block and its driver was 
asked by the SLA soldiers manning 
it to stop for inspection. The driver 
did not obey. This raised the suspi- 
cion of the soldiers who opened fire' 
on the car, which exploded. . 

. Judging by tbfirdepth of the crater . 
left by the exploding vehicle it is 
estimated that some 150 kilograms 
of explosives had been packed into 
it. 

This is the I2th car bomb to have 
exploded in the security zone or at 
the roadblocks leading into it since 
the Israel Defence Forces left Leba- 
non earlier this year. 

In New York, meanwhile, UN 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar recommended to the Secur- 
ity Council Friday that the mandate 
of Unifil in Lebanon be extended for 
six months until April 19, 1986. 

Perez de Cuellar, however, admit- 
ted in his report to the council that 
“the conditions still do not exist in 
which U nifil can folly perform its 
functions or completely fulfill its 
mandate." 

He said that Israel was still pre- 
venting the 5,842-man force from 
deploying right np to the Lebanese- 
Israel border. 

This means, he said, that “Unifil 
finds itself once again between hos- 
tile forces.’’

Two Knesset members from the opposite ends 
of the political spectrum are expected to dominate 
the work of the Knesset this week. 

After their 10-week summer recess, interrupted 
by four special sessions, the members return 
tomorrow for the opening of the winter term . 

- As these lines are written. Speaker Shlomo 
Hillel is still hoping to launch the new term with a 
government statement on economic affairs by the 
minister of finance, or one on the security situa- 
tion by the minister of defence. 

This was after the prime minister turned down 
Hiliel's invitation that he open the winter term 
with a political statement. Such a statement would 
be more appropriate after his return from the 
U.S., the prime minister explained. 

Government statement tomonow or not, the 
Knesset on Tuesday will vote on the restriction of 
parliamentary immunity of Mohammed Miari 
(Progressive List for Peace), and on Wednesday, 
Meir Kahane (Kach) is to present his no- 
confidence motion, a right heretofore denied 
single members. 

Both matters were taken to the High Court, 
which handed down its rulings on both petitions 
on August 1. Kahane won, and Miari lost. 

Last June, the House Committee approved a 


motion by Michael Eitan (Likud-Herut) to strip 
Miari of his parliamentary immunity with respect 
to arrest, search, and the right to enter any place in 
the public domain even if closed to ordinary 
citizens. 

The reason for the committee's action was that 
Miari had allegedly equated Arab terror with 
Jewish terror in a speech to an Arab audience 
commemorating Fahd Kawasmeh, after his assas- 
sination in Amman. 

The House had been due to vote on the 
committee’s recommendation the following week. 
But meanwhile Miari appealed against the com- 
' mittee's action to the court, and Hillel decided 
that the Knesset should not act until the court 
ruled. Hillel expressed bis concern that the House 
Committee was taking the initiative on restricting 
an MK's immunity instead of waiting for the 
attorney-general to do so. 

In dismissing Mian's petition, the High Court 
declared that he had requested its protection too 
soon, since the plenum had not yet voted to limit 
his immunity. The court could not be expected to 
intervene at every stage of the parliamentary 
process. 

Miari’s fate will be decided by a secret ballot, 
and by a simple majority of those present. Before 
the vote, he will have the right to defend himself. 


and any member who wishes can get the floor for 
five minutes. 

Kahane a s no-confidence motion is based on the 
Education Ministry's policy on encounters be- 
tween Jewish and Arab pupils. The Knesset 
Presidium last February denied him the right to 
present his motion on the grounds that only a 
Knesset faction (rival may do so and that a single 
member does not constitute a faction. 

The High Court ruled otherwise. Although the 
House Committee on March 20. 1967 resolved 
that a single member may not present a no- 
confidence motion, nowhere in the rules them- 
selves is a faction defined, the court said. 

The House could certainly rerise the rules and 
define a faction so as to deny this right to single 
members. But until it did so. Kahane must be 
presumed to constitute a faction, and he was thus 
qualified to present no-confidence motions under 
rule 36(a). 

When the Knesset met in special session on 
September 23. MKs from a number of factions 
exchanged views on the advisability of amending 
the House rules in this marter. 

Hillel himself intends to initiate a change in the 
rules, and his proposal goes far beyond single 
members: it would require a minimum of eight 
members for the submitting of no-confidence 
motions.

So far, however, there has been no 
word here of any concerted Arab or 
other move to impose sanctions. 
Prime Minister Peres and Corfu 
were expected to plan Israel's re- 
sponse to the summons. 


Euro-Parliament condemns T unis raid 


| STRASBOURG (JTA). - The 
European Parliament on Thursday 
joined the EEC Council of Ministers 
in condemning the October 1 Israeli 
air raid against the PLO’s Tunis 
headquarters in which about 50 peo- 
ple were killed. 

During its debate, the European 
Assembly, which meets every month 
in Strasbourg, denounced what a 
majority of- parliamentarians de- 
scribed as a “violation of the territo- 


rial integrity of a sovereign state, 
Tunisia.” 

The resolution adopted by the 
parliament of the 10 EEC countries 
also condemned the murder of three 
Israeli citizens in Larnaca, as well as 
last week’s hijacking of the Italian 
liner Achille Lauro. But the resolu- 
tion noted that the PLO has denied 
any responsibility for the Larnaca 
killings and the ship hijacking.

“As I say, we did this all by our 
little selves." 

As White House spokesman Larry 
Speakes had done the night before in 
releasing the first statement describ- 
ing the operation, Reagan expressed 
gratitude to Italy for playing a “cnl- 
rial role" in die events leading up to 
the capture of the four terrorists. He 
also expressed gratitude to Tunisian 
President Habib Bourguiba for his 
'’forthright decision to refuse the 
entry of the fugitives.” • 

But Reagan's carefully prepared 
comments about Egypt, read to re- 
porters in an opening statement, 
were designed to underline U.S. 
frustration and anger while attemp- 
ting, at the same time, to limit the 
damage to the U.S. -Egyptian rela- 
tionship. 
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A Mea She’ a rim man was reman- 
ded for five days by a magistrate 
court Friday on charges of running a 
private bank out of his home.

Kahane sues to retain U.S. citizenship 


NEW YORK (AP). - Knesset Mem- 
ber Meir Kahane on Friday filed suit 
against the U.S. government to 
retain his U.S. citizenship. 

Kahane, 53, born in Brooklyn, 
was stripped of his citizenship last 
week when the U.S. State Depart- 
ment ruled that he gave it up by 
taking a Knesset seat on August 13, 
1984. 

Kahane, who plans to enter the 


country on Thursday to begin a two- 
week speaking tour, claimed in pap- 
ers filed at the federal courthouse in 
Brooklyn on Friday that he still is a 
citizen of the U.S. 

U.S. District Judge Leo Glasser 
agreed to a hearing on the matter, 
but scheduled it for Friday after- 
noon, the day after Kahane is slated 
to arrive. 


“I also want to note my gratitude 
that the government of Egypt was 
able, to end the. crisis without addi- 
tional loss of life - although I dis- 
agreed with their disposition of the 
terrorists." he said. 

White House and State Depart- 
ment officials have privately asked 
Israeli diplomats and American Jew- 
ish political leaders in Washington to 
similarly take a low-key reaction to 
the Egyptian decision to try to turn 
over the terrorists to the PLO. The 
Washington Post quoted U.S. offi- 
cials as having won an agreement 
from pro-Israeli lobbying groups 
that no purpose wouid be served by 
“Egypt-bashing.” 

But administration officials, in 
private comments, were clearly 
angry that the Egyptian government 
had been so willing to release the 
terrorists to the PLO. In recent 
months, Egypt has repeatedly press- 
ed Washington to accept the PLO in 
peace negotiations. 

U.S. officials conceded that 
Reagan’s own off-the-cuff com- 
ments on Thursday that the PLO 
could punish the terrorists - quickly 
disavowed by the president in a 
clarifying statement - may have 
added somewhat to the confusion. 

“I shouldn't have made a state- 
ment of that kind," Reagan said two 
hours after the original comments. 

In Congress, the reaction against 
Egypt was sharp. Republican Repre- 
sentative Olympia Snowe of Maine, 
for example, described Mubarak's 
role as “a sad performance by a head 
of state.” Her comments were 
echoed by many other U.S. lawmak- 
ers, posing a very serious threat to 
Egypt’s until-now relatively high 
standing on Capitol Hill. 
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Beduin pay IS2.2m. to get cows back

BEERSHEBA. - Beduin men from 
•the Akbara village just south of 
Safad came here on Friday to re- 
deem 15 cows taken from them last 
week by the Green Patrol and held in 
quarantine here. Dr. Mahmud 
Khlihel. an eye specialist at Soroka 
Hospital here, who comes from 
Akbara, paid the first IS2.2 million 
instalm ent on their “ransom" with a 
personal cheque. 

“My brother Ahmed, a lawyer, 
called me on Wednesday night from 
Safad to tell me our cows were in 
Beersheba. I found they were in 
quarantine here and arranged to 
meet our relatives to get them re- 
leased," Khlihel told The Jerusalem 
Post last night. “Nobody told us why 
the cows were taken away, nobody 
gave us any warning, and nobody 
explained why they had to be trans- 
ported so far.” 

Khlihel told the Post that be had 
spent five hours at the quarantine 
site Friday morning. T felt de- 
graded. We were given the runar- 
ound and finally weire forced to pay 
for Friday's upkeep of the cows, and 
were charged the same price for the 
eight young as for the seven adult 
cows,” he said. 

The men were told to pay ISI. 6m. 
for the transportation and upkeep of 
the cows. Before the villagers could 
pay. however, the Green Patrol cal- 
led from Jerusalem to ask for a 
further IS4.5m. for alleged damages 


to a nature reserve in the North.' 

The spokesman for the Nature 
Reserves Authority, to which the 
Green Patrol is affiliated, said the 
cows broke through the fences at the 
nature reserve in Nahal Amud in the 
North and that extensive damage 
was done to trees and shrubs.

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Four blacks killed as 
rioting sweeps S. Africa 


PRETORIA (AP). - National 
police headquarters said four black 
men died on Friday and early yester- 
day in rioting in black communities 
stemming from opposition to apart- 
heid. 

A statement said five people were 
injured and IS arrested in 30 inci- 
dents of arson and stone-throwing 
across the country during a 24-hour 
period. 

In incidents of unrest around 
South Africa, fire heavily damaged a 
building in Cape Town occupied by 
seven organizations affiliated with 
the United Democratic Front, the 
nationwide, multiracial, anti- 
apartheid alliance considered by the 
government as the voice of the Afri- 
can National Congress (ANC) with- 
in the country. The pro-government 
South African Broadcasting Corp. 
said police suspected arson. 

In the Queenstown and Burgers- 
dorp areas of Cape Province, police 
said crowds fire-bombed two houses 
and a furniture store, and stoned a 
library in residential neighbour- 
hoods for blacks and people of 
mixed race. 


Police said rioters switched off the 
street lights in Burgeisdorp’s black 
township.. Police switched them on 
again and a crowd returned to switch 
off the’ fights a second time- Police 
finally scattered the rioters with tear 
gas. 

In the U.S., nearly 140 people 
were arrested as more than 4,000 
anti-apartheid protesters across the 
country demanded that American 
concerns pull out their investments 
from South Africa. 

Police dragged 130 Wesleyan Uni- 
versity students to police buses on 
Friday and booked them for creating 
a disturbance after they refused to 
disp erse from building entrances on 
the Connecticut campus. 

.Meanwhile a U.N. panel, in a 
report issued on Friday, urged trans- 
national corporations operating in 
South Africa to take “active steps to 
hasten the end of apartheid,’' even if 
that meant defying racial laws. 

The 11-member “panel of emi- 
nent persons” suggested that the 
U.N. compile a blacklist of com- 
panies that do not comply with its 
recommendations. 


House fails to rubberstamp 
Senate budget reform plan 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - The 
House of Representatives Friday de- 
clined to rubberstamp a far-reaching 
Senate plan to bring the U.S. budget 
into balance by 1991, but agreed to 
work with the Senate to find a way to 
end the government deficit. 

The House agreed on a very 
general statement that its goal 
should be to negotiate with the Sen- 
ate a plan to bring the budget into 
balance within six years. 

On Thursday night, the Senate 
approved an urgently needed mea- 
sure to raise the government’s debt 
ceiling and produce - at least on 
paper - a balanced budget in 1991. 


House Democrats said it gave 
President Reagan too much power 
to cut domestic spending program- 
mes. But House Speaker Thomas 
O’Neill predicted it would pass in a 
different form. 

Faced with certain defeat, Repub- 
licans dropped plans to seek ratifica- 
tion of the Senate measure and de- 
cided instead to push for its accept- 
ance in the House-Senate Confer- 
ence. 

Assistant Republican leader Trent 
Lott said; “The budget is in a sham- 
bles. We need a new process. We’re 
not looking for a gimmick, not for a 
quick fix.” 


Debts dominate UN anniversary talks

El Salvador rebels

LA UNION, El Salvador (AP). - 
Guerrillas carrying powerful home- 
made bombs attacked the army’s 
main training centre' and killed 
dozens of soldiers in the largest sing- 
le loss of government lives in 10 
months. 

Army officials said 40 soldiers 
died and 68 were wounded in the 
two-hour attack Thursday. But an 
employee at the hospital in La Un- 
ion, 3km. from the base, said the 
hospital alone received 58 govern- 
ment dead. 

Rebel Radio Venceremos said on 
Thursday night that foe attack was 
aimed at about 10 American advisers 
they believed to be in the camp but 
that the rebels could not locate 
them. 

Large amounts of explosives reco- 
vered by the army indicated the main 
target more likely was the rows of 
barracks in which some 2,000 milit- 
ary trainees were sleeping. 

The last major government loss of 
life was last December 3, when at 
least 43 soldiers died in a rebel 
ambush at 0 Salto, a mountain 
coffee-growing village near 
Zacatecoluca, 56 kilometres south- 
east of the capital.

CAIRO (AP). - The horror began for Anna 
Hoerantner as she pushed open the AdiiQe 
Laura’s dining room door and was met by a 
hijacker who shoved her down a flight of stairs. 

Viola Meskin had finished her main course and 
was chatting with her husband, Seymour, as they 
waited for dessert. 

What Wolfgang Reiter remembers about lun- 
chtime, October 7, were the gunshots, foe shouis 
and “running for our lives.” 

For them and 508 other passengers and crew 
members of foe Italian luxury liner, a dream cruise 
on tile Mediterranean bad become a 51-hour 
nightmare under foe guns of four erratic Arabs. 

The Americans and Britons among them tell of 
violence and death threats - a threat carried out 
against 69-year-old semi-invalid Leon Klisgboffer 
of New York City, who was shot and dumped into 
foe sea. Same freed hostages said he was chosen 


simply because his passport came out on top ofthe 
pile. 

“We were in the dining room, ready for our 
dessert, when suddenly we heard gunshots and 
someone yelled, “get down on foe floor said 
Viola Meskin, an American. 

“We heard moaning and groaning. The bandits 
hadstmek two men -in the kitchen, because that s 
the way they came in.

“We must put aside, definitely, 
any possibility that there are survi- 
vors,” Gov. Rafael Hernandez Col- 
on said late Friday. 

Bat residents of the devastated, 
shantytown who lost family mem- 
bers refused. Officials said 500 peo- 
ple are missing. 

Hernandez Colon had earlier 
drawn sharp criticism when he said 
officials were considering ending foe 
search effort and sealing off foe area 
as a mass grave because ofthe threat 
of water contamination and the 
possible spread of diseases caused by 
foe decomposing bodies. 


But he said later foe search would 
continue “as long as humanly possi- 
ble” after receiving protests from 
relatives of the missing people and. 
assurances from his secretary of 
health that the epidemic threat was 
limited at this point. 

The more titan 300 military, civil 
defence and volunteers involved in 
the search here had been able to 
recover only three bodies from the 
rubble since last Tuesday, bringing 
to 35 foe number of corpses from the 
October 7 mud slide that destroyed 
more than 400 homes in foe shanty- 
town bnilt on a steep ridge. A corpse 
recovered on Thursday was that of a 
man buried by foe mud slide while 
sitting in his wheelchair. 

A tropical deluge that dumped 25 
to 40 centimetres of rain on Puerto 
Rico last weekend triggered mud 
slides and floods on the island. 


Thatcher rejects reflation 
as cure for unemployment 


.BLACKPOOL (Reuter). - Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher on Fri- 
day rejected demands to inject gov- 
ernment cash into the British eco- 
nomy to ease record unemployment. 

In the closing speech of the annual 
Conservative Party conference she 
said: “'We are sometimes told by 
politicians and pollsters that people 
would prefer more inflation and less 
unemployment. You cannot choose 
to have either inflation or unemploy- 
ment. They are not alternatives.” 

Thatcher said that in its six years in 
power her government had boosted 


j opportunities for new businesses and. . merit. 
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increased foe training of young peo- 
ple. 

“Bat there is one thing we will not 
do. We will not reflate," she said. 

Addressing her 10th consecutive 
Party conference as leader. Thatcher 
was replying to calls from inside and 
outside her party for a rise in state 
investment to alleviate foe jobless 
total of 3.4 million - 13.8 per cent of 
Britons of working age. 

Energy Minister Peter Walker 
warned her in a speech on Thursday, 
night she could sacrifice a third term 
if she failed to tadde unempjoy-.,.

New cancerous patch 
cut from Reagan’s nose 

WASHINGTON (AP). - President 
Reagan, wearing a small patch at the. 
spot where skin cancer was removed 
from his nose 2 Vi months ago, said 
Friday that doctois had found a new 
cancerous growth there and re- 
moved it. 

A biopsy done in the White House 
doctor’s office Friday apparently 
showed foe cells to be basal carcino- 
ma, foe same type removed from 
Reagan’s nose on July 30. 

Doctois say skin cancer, the most 
common kind of cancer, has no rela- 
tion to internal carcinomas. A sec- 
tion of Reagan’s colon was removed 
in July because of cancer. 


Greece devalues 
drachma by 15 per cent 

ATHENS (AP). — Premier Andreas 
Papandreon on Friday cancelled a 
visit to the U.S. to supervise tough 
new economic measures that include 
a 15 per cent devaluation of the 
drachma against the U.S. dollar. 

The devaluation, which went into 
effect on Friday night, means tha t $1 
now bays 155.9 drachmas instead of 
132.56 drachmas. 

A government spokesman said 
Papandreou had called off a one- 
week visit to New Yorkfor the UN’s 
40th anniversary “to personally su- 
pervise application of the new eco- 
nomic measures.”. 


Sudan’s PM in Cairo

“had tried to come down twice” 
from the high altitude region, but 
“they had no fuel.. .no ration,” the 
message said.

Youth charged with killing policeman 


LONDON (AP). - A 15-year-old 
youth was charged on Friday with 
the murder of a policeman stabbed 
to death .in rioting last weekend in 
north London. 

In foe Tottenham area, where the 
riot took place, nearly 1,000 muni- 
cipal workers walked ont of their 
jobs and marched to foe town hall to 
call for the resignation of Bexnie 
Grant, socialist leader of the 
borough council. Grant, a black, 
said after foe riot that foe police “got 


a bloody good hiding.” 

Most of foe marchers were white 
manual workers. At the town hall, 
they met a mostly black crowd of 
several dozen borough office work- 
ers gathered to support Grant. 

The walkout halted street clean- 
ing, garbage collection and work in 
paries and public toilets. The strikers 
were members of the Transport and 
General Workers Union and the 
Union of Public Employees. 


Ecuador cuts ties with Nicaragua 


QUITO (Reuter). - Ecuador 
announced on Friday it was breaking 
relations with the left-wing Nicara- 
guan government following a dis- 
pute over the role of each country in 
foe Central American peace pro- 
cess. . 

Ecuadorean Foreign Minister 
Edgar Teran told a press conference 
his country bad taken foe step to 
“protect its dignity and sovereign- 
ty.” He dedined to elaborate. 

The action followed a statement 


by Ecuadorean President Leon 
Febres Cordero that he believed 
Nicaragua should hold democratic 
elections. 

Nicaraguan President Daniel 
Ortega reacted by saying Quito was 
interfering in his country’s domestic 
interests. 

“The U.S. wants to turn foe gov- 
ernment of Ecuador into a servant of 
imperialism,” Ortega was quoted as 
saying in foe official Barrie ada news- 
paper. 


Gaddafi fails to get USSR amity pact 


MOSCOW (Reuter). -Libyau lead- 
er Muammar Gaddafi- and Kiemfin 
chief Mikhail Gorbachev agreed Fri- 
day on a long-term economic accord. 
But communiques made no mention 
of a friendship treaty that had been 
expected. . 

Gaddafi arrived in Moscow on 
Thursday to a red carpet welcome on 
his first official visit for over four 
years. Diplomats had expected him 
to finalize a treaty of friendship to 


which foe two countries pledged 
themselves in 1983. 

The Soviet news agency Tass said 
Gorbachev and Gaddafi discussed 
bilateral and international issues “in 
an atmosphere of friendship and 
mutual understanding,” 

According to the phraseology of 
Soviet communiques, foe formula 
implies a significant difference of 
views.

this club could conceivably develoo 
outside Israel, where the special ci£ 
cams lances of a preponderantly im- 
migrant society mandated it. Not 
necessarily even male-female 
oriented , the club is more accurately 
described as a person-to-person re- 
source for Israelis and olim who live 
alone but crave companionship, en- 
joy group events, and seek support 
in adjusting to a new environment. 

Call it, if you will, a mutual sup- 
port organization. It was formed in 
1977 to. meet the needs of the single 
immigrant in a social setting mostly 
geared to helping families, and un- 
consciously excluding individuals 
facing the frustrations of absorption 
with the added burden of loneliness. 
The process of learning a new lan- 
guage, new customs, new job skills - 
without any family support - is fre- 
quently so discouraging that indi- 
viduals give up and leave Israel. Vlp 
Singles was conceived to encourage 
and sustain these loners by enabling 
them to share their problems and 
solutions with other new settlers and 
with natives. The original group, 
which required members to be sin gle 
and English-speaking, met weekly 
for lectures and films designed to 
facilitate the absorption process, and 
ended their evening with dancing 
and “mixers.*’ A hot line telephone 
system was maintained all week for 
emergency aid. The aim was not 
primarily coupling, but making and 
m aintainin g contact. 

In the course of events, what was 
born to combat negative feelings 
turned very positive. Starting by 
sharing troubles, the singles natural- 
ly began also to share triumphs and 
pleasures. They formed friendships 
that lasted, and even coupled off into 
dating and marriage relationships. 

In the founding days, the core 
group travelled to outlying settle- 
ments to extend a friendly hand. 
Brandies sprouted in Jerusalem, Tel 
Aviv and Beersheba, with a pub- 
lished Bulletin that spread the good 
word across the nation. Today, 



however, activity is centred around 
the Haifa Clubhouse, with special 
events such as aerobic dance, a 
Purim costume party, trips to 
archeological sites, political debates, 
psychology lectures and campfires. 
Always a non-profit organization, 
operated by singles for singles, VIP 
Iras subtly changed character over 
almost 10 years of existence, de- 
pending on the commitment and 
energy level of the reigning “nucleus 
group.” 

What began with a basically 
English-speaking population' is to- 
day over 50 per cent native Israeli;

the rest are English-speaking new 
immigrants, old settlers and tempor- 
ary visitors. Two distinct groups are 
presently active: the over 30s and the 
over 45s. Each meets every second 
week, although the energetic over 
45s are campaigning for weekly acti- 


vities. 

Membership application is a cor- 
dial process, free from fees. Prospec- 
tive candidates need only attend 
three meetings as guests. If the ex- 
perience proves congenial, they may 
fill out a membership form indicat- 


ing their background, interests, 
skills - whatever enrichment they, 
might offer the group, as well as 
what " entertainment and support 
they anticipate. Nothing private or 
personal appears on the question- 
naire, but information about milit- 


ary service and references are re- 
quired to screen out felons or other 
social undesirables. 

For visitors there are no such 
formalities. Single tourists are al- 
ways welcome to join in club activi- 
ties. Everyone, member or visitor or 
guest, pays the same nominal admis- 
sion fee, indexed to movie prices on 
the premise that the evening's activ- 
ity offers at least as much entertain- 
ment value. When we attended, the 
cost was under S2 for an evening of 
dancing to recorded music, varied 
conversations with several friendly 
members, a spontaneous singing 


performance by a talented member 
whohappened to be on hand, plus all 
the coffee, tea, soft drinks, pretzels 
and cookies one could consume. 
(Alcoholic beverages are absolutely 
banned from the premises.) Since 
labour is provided by volunteer 
members, all proceeds are rein- 
vested for refreshments and club- 
room maintenance. 

Hie cha broom, located at the cor- 
ner of Rehov Ben-Yehuda and Re- 
hov Zionut, is as much a uniquely 
Israeli phenomenon as the VIP Sing- 
les organization itself. Even people 
who are coupled off would find it 
worthwhile to wangle their way into 
viewing the extraordinary’ decor - a 
striking testimony to native ingenui- 
ty at recycling. 

If you have ever doubted that 
salvage is an art, take a look at how 
the VIP founders decorated the 
clubhouse, an old bomb shelter, 
strictly with “found" materials. The 
entrance is through a curtain 
fashioned from bead-strung clear 
plastic bottles, into a wairen of candle- 
lit, low-ceilinged rooms. Glittering 
streamers made from the edges of 
aluminium yogurt lids reflect in- 
direct spotlights onto walls lined by 
lonvered shutters dating back to the 
British mandate - but repainted in 
cheery Disneyland colours. The bar. 
which stocks beverages and mun- 
chies. was once an old polished wood 
bedstead, and cosy groupings of 
small tables and chairs have been 
gathered from everywhere: dona- 
tions, dumpsters, discarded Jewish 
Agency issue. Somehow, it all 
coalesces harmoniously into a warm, 
Bohemian blend. Activities start at 
about 9 p.m., extend until about 
midnight, and are attended by 50-75 
of the 1,000 currently enrolled mem- 
bers. They all seem to be friendly 
and forthcoming, especially to new 
faces, and almost everyone has some 
command of English. Originally, 
more women than men attended, 
but today the male and female con- 
tingents seem to have balanced out. 
To participate, one need only tele- 
phone one of the hotline volunteers: 
Nurit (227336), Hadassah (80348) or 
Tamar (84363). They will tell you the 
week's offerings and explain the 
whereabouts of the clubhouse. 
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SOME MENTAL patients need not 
be in hospitals but should not be at 
home with their families or living 
alone either. The solution for such 
people, a group of Israeli profession- 
als and lay volunteers believes, is a 
therapeutic “half-way house" like 
that nm by the Richmond Fellowship. 
The British-based organization 
opened its first such house 26 years 
ago and now has 100 brandies in the 
UK. Australia, Austria and other 
countries. . , ..... 

Thft Iferijhli'prdf^fpnals wHo.s&to 
and were impressed by the work of 
Richmond Fellowship decided to 
found a voluntary association to 
establish similar facilities here. Cal- 
led the Richmond Fellowship of 
Israel, the association will be helped 
by the international organization. 

“There is currently a hole in men- 
tal health' services," explained Prof. 

( Zvj Yosef Hess, director of psychiat- 
ric services at the Tel Aviv municipal 
hospitals. “We have patients who 
can perhaps do some sort of shel- 
tered work, but cannot live on their 
own because they cannot take re- 


sponsibility for- money or for caring - 
for themselves. Their parents are 
getting older and the pathological 
intra-family relationships which 
have developed over the years make 
the patient’s situation worse, not 
better.” 

This is only one type of patient 
who needs what the Richmond Fel- 
lowship has to offer. Sarah Soffer, a 
social worker who serves as the 
Israeli association’s voluntary direc- 
toc, said there areinanyjratithitsvrtiO ■*: 
coiiltk learn 'iota independent but- 
because of their difficultiesm deal 1 
ing with themselves and others they 
need an interim step between the 
hospital and the “real world.” 

Richmond Fellowship offers a 
variety of living arrangements for 
patients (referred to as residents) 
with different needs. For starters, 
the Israeli association wants to adopt 
two of these models: the community 
residence and the therapeutic com- 
munity. 

The community residence is for 
people who will need supervision for 
a long, perhaps indefinite, period. It

residents are forbidden), and there 
will be only one staff person. Though 
residents are expected to participate 
in doing household chores and tak- 
ing other responsibilities within the

The therapeutic community is a 
residence for up to 12 persons, with a 
staff numbering as many as eight. 
Residents live there for up to a year 
and a half, after which it is hoped 
they are ready for more independent 
living, though some may torn out to 
need the community residence. 

“Feopjem a community residence 
are not necessarily ‘sicker’ than 
those in the therapeutic community, 
just as patients in a general hospital 
are not all necessarily sickeT than 
those receiving ambulatoiy care in

Baruch, a psychiatrist who directs a 
Kupat Holira psychiatric clinic in 
Ramat Gan. “The decision as to. 
which setting is' more appropriate for' 
thief IndividuaTis'not based on hiror 
her psychiatric label, or on whether 
the person was previously in hospit- 
al, but simply on the kind of func- 
tional problems the person suffers 
from, what he or she needs, and 
which setting best meets those 
needs." 

Sarah Soffer, who has been 
trained at Richmond Fellowship said 
that in a therapeutic community, 
mixed groups of staff and residents 
do the housework and cooking each 
morning. The work session is fol- 
lowed by a group discussion in which 
people get feedback on their be- 


haviour during work. “It’s not just a ■ 
question of whether I did a good job 
cleaning; it’s whether I was coopera- 
tive, how you felt working with me 
and what I was communicating to 
you in my behaviour.” 

Afterwards r those, responsible for 
preparing lunch that week do so, 
whfle*the rest- have free-’tifne. After 
lunch, there are committee meet- 
ings, group dynamics sessions and 
social activities. .Doesn’t the 
togetherness become a bit oppres- 
sive? Don’t the residents feel as if 
they are always being watched, and 
that their every action is being analy- 
sed under a psychological micro- 
scope? 

“It’s not a prison or a locked 
ward," Dr. Baruch said. “They can go 
out or find a corner for reading or 
painting in the house. Remember 
that these are people who don’t get 
along with themselves, for whom 


privacy may not be a value. I have a 
patient who climbs the walls every 
night because, for lack of choice, he 
fives alone, but his paranoiac fanta- 
sies about being kidnapped by crea- 
tures from outer space frighten him 
terribly. Group living and support 
could 'be a tremendous relief to 
someone like that”

difficulty is money. The Ministry of 
Health and Ministry of Labour and 
Social Affairs both give the project 
their blessing- the three representa- 
tives of the association said - but 
neither ministry has money at this 
time to get it off the ground. 

Sarah Soffer hopes private donors 
wifi become interested. “Richmond 
Fellowship has done all it promised 
by sending people here to help us 
and by offering training to some of us 
at their college in England,” she 
said. “We have people who need the 
service and we even have 10 dunams 


of land on which to build one facility ; 
we just don’t have the money to 
build it.” 

She said some people have ex- 
pressed suspicions about why a non- 
Jewish organization like Richmond 
Fellowship is so interested in estab- 
lishing a branch here. “Just to put 
everyone's mind at rest, I want to

dan replied that women are a temp- 
tation for the monks and their wishes 
should be respected. 

“Monks are not tempted only by 
women," said Mary Pyrgou, presi- 
dent of a women's group. “No one 
would complain if a monastery or a 
church was closed to all visitors 
...otherwise it should be open to 
everyone," she said in an interview 
with Reuter. 

“I think women are badly treated 
in Cyprus,” Takis Evdokas, a prom- 
inent psychiatrist, said. Many suffer 
from depression and psychosomatic 
syndromes, especially village 
women leading suppressed and res- 
tricted lives, he said. 

Official policy towards women is 
liberal, but traditions and family

pressures are dominant. 

Evdokas said many wives need 
their husbands' permission even to 
visit women friends. “If the husband 
disagrees because, for example, he 
thinks the friend will be a bad influ- 
ence on her, it is the final wonJ.” 

Greek-Cypriot women should 
react out of self-preservation' but 
lack fighting spirit, he said. 

“Who can we complain to? 
Women in Cyprus are like slaves," 
said a woman peasant, who works as 
a maid for a foreign family. “My 
husband does not help me at all. If I 


don't cook, he'll go to a tavern. But 
what will my sons and I eat?” 

Describing male attitudes, Evdo- 
kas recalled how a man accused of 
raping a foreign tourist was treated 
with open admiration by men pack- 
ing the courtroom. 

’There was an air ofhero worship, 
it was definitely a humiliation for 
women," Evdokas said, adding that 
fear of being killed by relatives acts 
as a deterrent against rape of Cypriot 
women. 

In Cyprus, he said, “I have the 
impression that things on the surface' 


look nice and give the feeling of 
progress, but this is not so." 

Pyrgou, however, said that recent 
cases of wife-beating that ended in 
court signify a kind of emancipation. 

"Since a few teases went to court, 
more women have taken courage. 
Now they are not so ashamed... 
before they wouldn’t dare,” she 
said. 

Matters of marriage and divorce 
are governed by the .Greek Ortho- 
dox church, and divorce is easier for 
men. 

Supreme Court Judge L. G. Sav- 


vides once remarked that “the un- 
justifiable spending of one night by 
her (the wife) in a house other than 
that of a relative without the consent 
of her husband in circumstances giv- 
ing rise to a reasonable suspicion of 
betrayal of marital faith" is still 
ground for divorce. 

There is no woman judge or 
mayor in Cyprus. There are no 
women in the cabinet and only one in 
parliament. 

Reine Chamaly. a Lebanese and 
the only woman bank -manager on 
the island, said men were astonished 
.when she first arrived about a year 
ago. 

To her, Cypriot women are not 
assertive enough and seem to be 
caught between East and West. 


Greek- Cypriots, explained a 
woman schoolteacher, are still Mid- 
dle Eastern in their expectations of 
women, despite exposure to western 
society and a high level of education 
on the island for both sexes. (Reuter)

Ministers discuss steps 
to put petrochemical 
industry back on its feet

TEL AVIV. - Although both Indus- 
try Minister Ariel Sharon and Ener- 
gy Minister Moshe Shahal agreed 
last week that the Haifa refineries 
should be sold to private interests as 
a step in putting the country's pet- 
rochemical interests on their finan- 
cial feet, the two ministers failed to 
agree in many other matters. They 
were addressing a meeting attended 
by representatives of the country’s 
five principal companies in this field: 
the Haifa Refineries (owned 74% by 
the government and 26% by the 
Israel Corporation), and Israel Pet- 
rochemicals, Gadot Petrochemicals, 
Dor Chemicals and Frutarom, all 
four of which are privately owned. 

Sharon came out strongly against 
any idea of unifying the five com- 
panies, pointing out that such a 
move, as long as the government 
held the controlling interest in the 
Haifa Refineries, would discourage 
businessmen from abroad from in- 
vesting in Israel, for the Refineries 
would be the dominant partner in 
any such ''unification.'' 

But he was for close coordination 
between the five companies. He 


even suggested that the ethylene 
plant, which belongs to the Refiner- 
ies, should be leased and probably 
sold at a later stage to Israel Pet- 
rochemicals. 

The latter company, -whose chair- 
man is Joel Ostrowicz, a Latin 
American businessman, has com- 
plained frequently that it was forced 
to pay too high a price for the 
ethylene it buys. On the other hand, 
the Refineries claims it loses $12 
million to $15m. a year on the 
ethylene plant, a loss winch has to be 
covered by a government subsidy. 

Sharon indicated that the entire 
problem could be solved to every- 
one's satisfaction, if the Refineries 
could be sold to private interests. 
But the problem was that there was 
little interest in such a purchase at 
present. The Refineries are valued 
at $600m. to $700m. 

Shahal called for setting up a res- 
tructuring committee, which would 
examine the possibility of full in- 
tegration between the five com- 
panies. 

Such integration in itself would be 
a money-saving move. Moreover, 
the coordinated companies would be

Student bonuses at Discount wall street week

TEL AVIV. - The banking system 
has concentrated most of its efforts 
recently on the pensioners and their 
investment problems, with other 
population groups receiving scam 
attention. However, with the 
academic year about to start. Bank 
Discount has announced a number 
of programmes directed at university 
students, offering them special rates 
and services. 

The focus of the “meuleh” scheme 
is on loans rather than savings, in 
line with the needs of the student 
population. Thus, all students join- 
ing the scheme are eligible for a 
IS50.000 overdraft, over and above 
any facility they may have if they 
earn a salary as well. This overdraft 
is charged preferential rates of in- 


terest and is free of commission and 
charges usually levied on lines of 
credit. 

Discount also offers students an 
•“any-purpose loan" of up to 

15600.000, repayable, over six 
months, also at preferential rates. 
On completion of their studies, 
graduates are eligible for another 
loan of between IS200,000-- 

15600.000, repayable over 10 
months. 

Students also benefit from a 50% 
reduction in the cost of cheque 
books and on other commissions, 
such as in foreign currency, secur- 
ities and on credit cards. New mem- 
bers of the “meuleh” scheme will 
also be given a gift, as well as a 
membership card, which allows 
them reductions on purchases made 
in shops and businesses affiliat ed 
with the scheme. 


Bull market seen continuing 
despite increasing pes simism 


Renault strike fails to spread to other plants 


PARIS (Reuter). - Car workers at 
two Renault plants were on strike 
last week but union activists suffered 
a setback when employees at the rest 
of the state-owned group's plants 
refused to join the walkout. 

In a blow to the Communist-led 
CGT union, which has tried without 
success to stage widespread indust- 
rial action against the ruling Socialist 


government's economic and indust- 
rial policies, workers at other Re- . 
naolt plans largely ignored calls to< 
join the strike. 

The walkout, which began last 
Tuesday at Le,Mans and spread to 
the Billancouit plant just outside 
Paris, was prompted by Renault’s 
decision , to cut year-end bonuses as 
part of a general belt-tightening to 
stem the group’s heavy losses. 


NEW YORK (AP). - Though pes- 
simism has increased noticeably on 
Wall Street lately, there remains a 
stubborn band of analysts who con- 
tend that the bull market of the past 
few years has further to go. 

The traditional signs of a market 
top simply are not in evidence right 
now, they argue, and the wary mood 
that has developed lately is actually 
vexy healthy for the market outlook. 

“We believe that the reports of the 
death of the bull are greatly exagger- 
ated,” say Joseph Barthel and 
Richard Yashewski, technical 
analysts at Butcher and Singer, Inc., 
in their latest commentary -on the 
market. 

Charles Laloggia, who writes a 
market letter based in Rochester, 
New York, also asserts that bull 
markets end “when the Federal Re- 
serve Board and the political estab- 
lishment decide to curtail economic 
growth through the use of tight 
money and high interest rates'' in the 
U.S. 

“Generally, such a policy decision 
by die Fed is preceded by a pro- 
longed period of persistently -rising 
inflation. Rising inflation and a 
dramatic shift towards tight money 


and a no-growth policy are what 
causes major market tops - and we 
are not even dose to such an en- 
vironment today.” 

Some investors apparently were 
thinkin g similar thoughts in the past 
week. The Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials managed to post an 
11.20-point gain to 1,339,94. 

The New York Stock Exchange 
composite index rose .61 to 106.56, 
and the American Stock Exchange

Within the last few weeks Elscint 
has negotiated several sales of its 
major systems to dimes and hospit- 
als in the U.S. One sale of particular 
importance was recently signed with 
the prestigious Mt. Sinai Hospital in 
New York Gty, whereby Elscint will 
not only deliver its new Magnetic 
Resonance Imaging (MRI) system, 
but will also design and ingfali the 
whole unit in- which the system will 
be located. 

This turnkey contract is worth 
$1 .4 milli on in cash to the cofopany. 
but Elscint executives are even more 
taken with the stamp of approval 
that the Mt. Sinai purchase repre- 
sents in the context of the very tough 
competition in the medical imaging 
market generally, and in MRI sys- 
tems in particular. 

Other major sales have included 
another mfllion-dollar-p Ius sale of 
an MRI system to a private clinic in 
Tampa, Florida, and a massive 


These MRI sales have come in 
anticipation of, rather than in reac- 
tion to, the recent announcement 
that the Radiologic Devices Panel of 
the U.S. Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration had recommended that the 
FDA approve Elsdnt’s MRI system 
for .commercial sale and clinical use 
m the U.S. 

Until now the system has only 
been approved for research pur- 
poses, but die panel’s recommenda- 
tion is the key stage prior to FDA 
authorization. 

Final approval is still subject to 
resolution with FDA staff of a num- 
ber of mainly technical conditions, 
so that the end of the regulatory 
approval process is probably still 
some months off, but is now firmly in 

sight. 

Elscint executives do not expect, 

. though, that the MRI approval will 
impact on sales fa a big way until 
next year. They do, however, regard 
the recommendation as bringing 
much nearer- the prospect of 


tion levels from the hoped-for level 
of $200m. a year to a more realistic 
$150m., which it achieved last fiscal 
year and is aiming for again this year.

Peru says IMF serves only U.S. 


SEOUL (AP). -r Peru's Prime Minis- 
ter Luis Alva charged Thursday that 
the International Monetary Fund 
served only the interests of the U.S. 
and had failed- to help developing 
countries. 

“The IMF did nothing that did not 
contribute to concentrating capital 
fa the U.S.... especially by imposing 
traumatic policies of adjustment on 
Third World countries,” Alva said fa 
a speech to the annual meeting of the 
IMF and World Bank. 

IBs remarks on the international 
lending institution were the most 
critical of those of some 50 national 
finance' leaders who addressed the 
meeting over the past three days. He 
was warmly applauded. 

Alva did not announce a with- 
drawal from the 149-national IMF 
which arranges credits for as long as 
seven years for nations fa financial 
trouble. 

There had been widespread spe- 
culation that Peru, which dis- 
approves of austerity programmes 
outlined by the IMF, would use the 
Seoul meeting to pull out of the 
organization.

Headaches 

Down 

Under

TEL AVIV. - New Zealand yester- 
day went to the top of the Oceania 
Group in the World Cup qualifying 
rounds with a 5-0 win over Taiwan, 
at the same time as Israel's national 
soccer team arrived in Melbourne. 

The 15 players arrived in Australia 
after a tiring 26-hour flight. Within 
an hour, they were in soccer togs for 
an hour-long light training session in 
cold windy weather. “Although they 
suffered from jet lag, I felt that it was 
necessary for them to loosen up. 
They have a week of hard training 
and acclimatization before them," 
national ream coach Yosef Mi rimo- 
witch said. 

During this week Mhimowittii will 
have to do some hard thinking about 
the lessons of last week’s Ramat Gan 
encounter, which Australia won 2-1. 

The Israel team clearly fell into a 
trap in that game. Instead of concen- 
trating on playing their own brand of 
highly-skilled soccer, the Israel play- 
ers tried to match the rough stuff of 
Che Aussies. The body build of most 
of the Israel players is not as power- 
ful and tall as that of the Australians, 
so they mostly came off worse in 
shoulder-barging and tackling at 
legs. The end result was bitterness 
between the players of both sides. If 
this spills over into the return game 
on October 20, then the Melbourne 
crowds will be behind the Austra- 
lians. 

Mi rmo witch came out in Sydney 
fighting against charges by Austra- 
lian coach Frank Arok that the 
Israeli team was vicious and dirty in 
Tel Aviv. 

“We are not vicious. Arok is look- 
ing only at one side while I try to see 
both," Mirmowitch said. If we com- 
mit a foul. Arok gets very excited, 
but, if Australia is rough, he consid- 
ers it's ‘natural play.' It is not fair to 
talk like this and to inflame the game 
and the crowd before the match even 
starts.’' 

Mirmowitch admitted that the 
Australians had surprised him in Tel 
Aviv, and that they were vastly diffe- 
rent from the team which struggled 
to a scoreless draw against New 
Zealand. 

“They were strong and played 
much better," be said. “They' are 
tough in play and in tackling and we 
made a few mistakes and paid for 
them.. Our boys don't tackle hard, 
and they committed' unnecessary 
fouls in Tel Aviv, but I'm looking for 
a better game in Melbourne." 

Mirimowitch must insist that his 
players revert to playing skilled 
attacking football, and, even if the 
players suffer a few knocks from the 
home players, -they must not allow 
the game to degenerate into* tit-fojr- 
tat count sr- agression. The basic mis- 
take for Israel in the Ramat Gan 
match was that the midfield players, 
Uri Malmillian, Moshe Sinai and 
Rifat Turk, did not hold on to the 
ball in order to scheme ways of 
splitting the well-organized Austra- 
lian defence. There were very few 
defence-turning accurate passes and 
ever fewerjfine moves that created 
openings foir Eli Ohana, Zahi Arme- 
liand, later, Ronnie Rosenthal. 

The national team coach will also 
have to give serious consideration to 
choosing his back four defenders, for 
both the Australians and New 
Zealanders, whom Israel face a 
week later in Auckland, will play 
high balls towards their strikers in 
the hope that John Kosmina can 
repeat his headed goal act. David 
Mitchell is also a tall striker who 
could do much damage with his 
head. 

Nissim Barda and Zion Marili may 
now be strongly in the running for 
places among the back four defen- 
ders. They may prove more effective 
in the air than the shorter Gad 
Machness and Shlomo Kirat, the 
players whose mistakes enabled 
Mitchell and Kosmina to snatch their 
scoring chances at Ramat Gan. Miri- 
mowitch, knowing that Israel has got 
ro win in Melbourne, to retain any 
chance of topping the Oceania 
Group, will probably throw in a third 
striker from the start. But it is the 
midfield men. Malmillian and Sinai, 
who will have to create the openings 
for the front-runners. Only if the 
strikers remain cool in the face of 
tough tackling can Israel hope to 
score the necessary goals. 

New Zealand, who put 10 goals 
past Taiwan in their two World Cup 
matches, announced they will bring 
back two players playing tn the Swiss 
league for their game against Israel 
on October 26.

Horses for Courses 

Israel are quite emphatically a better football team than Australia. 
They surpass them in individual and tactical skills and in ball control. 
Patently, they should not have lost last week's important World Cup 
qualifier at Ramat Gan. 

Now, having had a serious dent made in their prospfeccs of reaching 
next year’s Mexico finals, they have set off Down Under facing the 
awesome challenge of needing to win both away fixtures in Australia 
and New Zealand if the idea of making it to the finals is not to be blown 
completely away. 

What went wrong and what should be done about it? Employing 
exceptionally good strategy, the Aussies simply blasted Israel in the 
first game. Effective as their approach was, it was also at times rather 
unsavoury. Literally from the kick-off they waded in, fiercelessly and 
fearsomely. 

Goalkeeper Arye Haviv, normally most competent with the high 
ball, was completely ill at ease in going up for crosses as the speedy and 
extremely tough Australian strikers made no bones about following up 
and knocking him out of the way or bundling into him even after he 
had clutched onto the ball. 

There was a whiff of intimidation about the proceedings. Had 
Italian referee Luigi Agnolin not kept a tight rein on things the whole 
game might have deteriorated into a shambles. 

But for the Aussies it worked. They effectively bottled up Israel's 
skilled midfield and denied the strikers almost every prospect of going 
for goal. Their own second goal was a direct result of the early 
challenges as Haviv stood rooted on his line and glumly waved the 
header into the net. 

The answer though is not to squeal, to whimper or, what the 
Australians call, to whinge. But to outwit them. 

This might well be achieved not so much by altering the skilful 
tactics of the Israeli team or by retaliating (as some players at Ramat 
Gan tried) or foregoing ability for sheer brawn. 

Unfortunately, the problem is that in soccer it is possible to play the 
ball or die player. The remedies provided in the laws when the latter 
approach is adopted and rough, tough tactics are employed, are often 
■ Ihadiiqtfait. ** r • i 

“ It can beasShmeff)fiat the games in Aiisfimia and New Zealand will r. 
• ‘tiketfi'e same'^ktierh uhfesS lsrael adapfs accofdmgTy. What is needed 
is men capable of standing up to, and indeed holding back, the rough 
and tough Aussie approach. A new perception of the opposition is 
required, and above all a fresh line-up. 

Despite the claims of the stars of 1970 - several of whom are 
currendy senior coaches - the current national team has perhaps the 
edge on that highly successful Israeli squad which took us to Mexico 
once before - the single occasion Israel have made it the World Cup 
finals. Uri Malmillian is an unrivalled ball wizard and Elf Ohana a 
striker with great attributes. 

But they should not be wasted or indeed have their confidence 
sapped by trying forlornly to exploit their skills when the opposition is 
so uncompromising in their tackling. For their own, as well as for the 
nation’s sake , they must be asked to make way for the forthcoming two 
games. 

It stands to reason that requiring a win or nothing Israel will have to 
go all out onto attack. For that reason Yosef Miromowitch must play 
three strikers. What better combination .than to field the most 
successful club forward line in the country that of Maccabi Haifa in its 
entirety. Armeli, SeJektor and Rosenthal all proved last week that 
they can stand up to the Australians. 

That means no room for Ohana. Even more blasphemous would 
seem to be sidelining, temporarily, of the great Uri. Never the most 
effective tackier or winner of a ball, Malmillian was also consistently 
harried and hustled off the ball, rarely given time to produce his 
weaving or passing magic. The men Israel need until they have passed 
the Australian hurdle, and in time for the greater elegance of Scotland, 
must be able to take knocks and also to get stuck in themselves. 

Another important shift would be the introduction of Zion Marili, 
also of Maccabi Haifa, who has been knocking at the door of full-flight 
success for some time and who has only been kept out because he is 
essentially the same kind of attacking defender down the left flank as 
the spleodid David Pizanti. But what better than to include both, 
moving Pizanti up in place of Malmillian to midfield, a position into 
which he is already slotted with his new club team Cologne in the 
Bundesliga. 

A suggested line up would- then be - Haviv: Marili. Avi Cohen and 
two of the following four Machness, Eckhaus, Kirat and the powerful 
Barda; Pizanti, Turk and Malmillian; Rosenthal, Selektor and Arme- 
li. 

Shlomo Shirazi might have been a great boon for he is capable of 
mixing ft with the most sturdy opponent bat he could not be considered 
on ethical grounds. 

Miromowitch is rather conservative. And though he has assembled 
about the best set of players in the country he has to recognize now that 
a thaw in Melbourne or Auckland will simply not suffice. 

Israel must win. It is a national soccer imperative. He has the sturdy 
men to do the job without prejudicing the skill and tactics which have 
helped Israel develop into so formidable a formation until now. But 
this is the time for a new reading of a tough challenge. The national 
coacb must apply the old adage of selecting horses for courses. Let us 
hope he makes the right choice.

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Arafat unclothed

THE UNITED STATES on Friday turned the tableson Yasser 
Arafat and the PLO. Until the dramatic American interception 
of the Egyptian airliner that was taking the four hijackers of the 
Italian cruise ship. Achille Lauro, to Tunisia, Arafat was 
comfortably pursuing his cynical double game. His terrorists 
had captured the ship, while he publicly dissociated himself 
from the action. And when the Egyptians succeeded in 
persuading the hijackers to give themselves up in return for safe 
passage out of Egypt, Arafat let it be known they would be tried 
by a PLO court. 

What he did not say was what they would be tried for. There 
can be only one answer to that: they would be “tried” for a 
botched job. for failure to reach Ashdod which was the real aim 
of their mission of murder. 

The American action, which led to the capture rather than 
the release of the terrorists, has exposed to world view Arafat's 
lies and duplicity. This will discomfit those, especially in 
Europe - including Italy, this time a victim - who sought to 
persuade themselves it was possible to do business with the 
PLO leader. It will also Dot add Justre to those American 
diplomats who were leaning in that direction. President 
Reagan , by a simple and precise military maneuver, has shown 
the American public who and what Arafat and his assassins are. 

All this has not deterred Arafat from denouncing the 
American action as “piracy and terrorism.” For his cynicism 
knowns no bounds. 

The hijacking and its aftermath have also made Egypt’s 
President Mubarak a victim. He was caught in the middle. 
Pressed to help free the ship, he sought a quick solution by 
agreeing to hand back the terrorists to their boss over U.S. 
objections. And when the Americans foiled that, he suddenly 
found himself embarrassed and under attack at home and faced 
as well with a crisis in Egypt’s relations with the U.S. 

But he is only the latest in the series of Arafat's vic tims . 
Jordan, Lebanon, Tunisia have all, in one degree or another, 
borne before him the scorched earth that comes with entertain’ 
ing the deadly chicanery of the PLO. And, of course, chief 
among the list of victims, must be the Palestinians themselves. 
Enthralled, or terrorized by fear of assassination, they have 
permitted their interests to be hijacked by an evil force whose 
only promise is its record of murder and destruction. 

When finally the dust settles, as it must, on the affair of the 
Achille Lauro, it may prove to have been Arafat's biggest 
blunder. For it may finally drive home the point that peace in 
the Middle East must be saved from the PLO. 

That lesson is known in Jordan; it is known in Lebanon; it is 
known in Cairo. Now it is known in Washington, and perhaps 
even Mrs. Thatcher in London and Mr. Craxi in Rome will see 
the light. 

Certainly this should be the political setting for Prime 
Minister Peres’s meeting later this week in Washington with 
President Reagan. 

From 1967, PLO terrorism has been a spoiling, and never a 
constructive force. It has always arid only unleashed violence, 
never conciliation. It has always and only lent energy to 
extremism and hate, never to the forces of compromise. 

If a peace process is to get underway, it will require first and 
foremost that the PLO be exorcised from any such effort. Israel 
has always understood that,. but for too long stood alone in that 
understanding. The affair of the Achille Lauro may now give 
that realization broader currency. 

Certainly, that realization should be apparent in Washing- 
ton. Mr. Peres and Mr. Reagan therefore, have an opportunity 
to chart a new course for a genuine process of negotiations to 
resolve the triangular conflict of Israel, Jordan and the 
Palestinians.

ages of the hijackers published in 
the local newspaper, Gazzetta di 
Siracusa, were correct.

Boeing 737 that was transporting 
them out of the. country was inter- 
cepted by four American F-14 jet 
fighters and forced to land at 
Sigonella just after midnight Thurs- 
day. 

In Rome, meanwhile. Premier 
Craxi came under fire yesterday 
both for allegedly bowing to U.S. 
pressure and simultaneously prais- 
ing the PLO after he allowed the 
intercepted Egyptian airliner to land 
in S/riJy. 

The Communist Party called the 
American interception “grave” 
while the left-wing press - sarcasti- 
cally branding President Reagan 
another “Ram bo” - said the U.S. 
“big stick" policy had turned Italy 
into the Bulgaria of the North Atlan- 
tic alliance. 

Defence Minister Giovanni Spa- 
dolini criticized Craxi for his praise 
of PLO leader Yasser Arafat, saying 
that Italy. “Although the most 


friendly country to the PLO,” had 
not been spared Middle Eastern ter- 
rorism on its soil. 

“Experience shows that Italy has 
never been so cruelly hit during 
these past years,” Spadolini said. 

As Achille Lauro Capt. Gerardo 
de Rosa waited aboard his ship' in 
Port Said harbour for permission to 
depart, controversy was building in 
Italy over his alleged delay in 
announcing the murder of the Amer- 
ican passenger. 

The Rome newspaper La Repub - 
blica said the government was mak- 
ing de Rosa a “scapegoat” and that 
aides to Craxi have indicated that de 
Rosa will have to explain “his si- 
lence" to Italian magistrates. 

The death of Klinghoffer. 69, a 
wheelchair-bound New Yorker, was 
announced by Craxi at a news con- 
ference last Wednesday, a few hours, 
after the hijackers had surrendered 
to Egyptian officials with a promise 
of safe conduct out of Egypt. Craxi 
said he learned the news in a con- 
versation with de Rosa. 

Up to then, the Foreign Ministry 
had maintained there had been no 
violence during the 48-hour hijack, 
relying on a message from the cap- 
tain that said there were no violent 
incidents aboard the Achille Lauro. 

Egyptian President Hosni Mubar- 
ak later said if Egypt had known the 
hijackers bad killed someone “we 
would have changed our mind about 
letting them go." 

Italian officials also indicated they 
might have reacted differently if they 
had had all the information from de 
Rosa.

^ AN ENGLISH pub with- 
out beer? The Exeter com- 
munity alcohal team thinks 
it’s a great idea and is decking the 
basement of its office building with 
the usual pub fittings - including a 
dart board - but without alcohol. 

"It will allow people with an alco- 
hol problem to adjust to the atmos- 
phere of a pub without drinking,” 
team member Dr. Tim Stockweli. 
says. 

“We also hope it will be of suffi- 
cient interest to get other members 
of the public to come along," he said 
of the pub. which is expected to be 
open in a few months. 

A spokesman for the government- 
backed Charity Alcohol Concern 
said: “Drink problems cost Britain 
£1.6 billion a year and we are keen 
on any initiative which increases 
public awareness of the effect of 
excess alcohol.” 


^ WITHOUT wanting to be- 
little the seriousness of the 
Palestinian problem, writes 
our Dutch correspondent, it is a fact 
that it is sometimes raised on the 
most unlikely occasions, as the fol- 
lowing story illustrates. 

The Ashkenazi congregation of 
Amsterdam celebrated its 350th 
anniversary on September 1, and on 
that occasion the N.O.S. Broadcast- 
ing Corporation showed a 70- 
minute documentary, produced 
by Willy Lindwer, on the history of 
that venerable congregation. 

Some days earlier, a preview was 
given for the press, followed by a 
press conference at which journalists 
could ask questions. Oae journalist 
founds one serious shortcoming. 
The documentary did not mention 
the Palestinian problem at all, this 
journalist said, and he found this a 
matter for serious critirism. 


THE GATHERING storm in South 
Africa has focused worldwide atten- 
tion on the problems of that country. 
In the minds of many Jews in Israel 
and elsewhere it has given rise to 
anxious questions about the future 
of the South African Jewish com- 
munity. 

South African Jews, numbering 
just under 120,000. constitute the 
most homogeneous of Jewish com- 
munities in the English-speaking, 
world. The great majority (over 70 
per cent) are descendants of Lithua- 
nian Jews who began coming to 
South Africa in the 1880s. 

A few thousand British Jews had 
arrived earlier in the 39tb century 
and had established the first com- 
munal institutions bearing an Anglo- 
Jewista imprint. The Litvak immigra- 
tion opened a further chapter in the 
history of South African Jewry, and 
they wrote it largely in the spirit of 
their Lithu ani an Jewish traditions. 

What distinguishes South African 
Jewry is the primacy accorded to 
Zionism in the life of the commun- 
ity. The South African Zionist Fed- 
eration is the principal organization 
determining the direction of Jewish 
affairs. Established in 1898 (just a 
year after the first Zionist'Congress 
in Basie), it was founded before the 
Board of Deputies and still precedes 
it in importance. 

All sectors of the Zionist move- 
ment - the parties, men, women and 
youth - are included in the governing 
framework of the Zionist Federa- 
tion. Hie fundraising for Israel (the 
per capita, contribution is higher than 
that of communities -elsewhere) is 
under the federation's auspices. The 
Israel United Appeal is accordingly 
a Zionist-oriented campaign and is 
devoid of the philanthropic 
approach which often characterizes 
the publicity of the American UJA 
and that of similar campaigns in 
some other countries. 

ALIYA FROM South Africa has 
been proportionately higher than 
that from the other English-speaking 
countries. What is particularly note- 
worthy is the fact that federation 
leaders have come to settle. One of 
them, Louis Pincus, became the 
chairman of the World Zionist Ex- 
ecutive in Jerusalem. It is customary 
for the chairmen of the federation to 
settle in Israel on the completion of 
their terms of office; three former 
chairmen presently reside here. 

South African olim - estimated at 
about 14.000 - have integrated fully 
into the life of Israel, and the South 
African Zionist Office in Tel Aviv 
(Tel-fed), with branches in major 
cities, has through the years done 
exemplary work in facilitating the 
adjustment of new arrivals. 


Zionist youth movements is South 
Africa are aiiya-oriented, and Habo- 
nim and Bnei AJriva in particular 
have fostered hahazic units whose 
members have been among the 
founders of several kibbutzim. 

Volunteers from South Africa 
came to fight in Israel’s War of 
Independence (and later wars), and 
played a significant role in the begin- 
nings of Israel’s air force. 

Of all the Jewish communities in 
the English-speaking world. South 
Africa has the highest percentage 
(some 60 per cent) of children 
attending Jewish day schools. The 
academic standard of these schools 
rates among the highest in the coun- 
try. The content of the Jewish stu- 
dies is national-traditional, but there 
are questions about the quality of the 
Jewish education which some of the 
schools impart. There are also prob- 
lems in regard to the training and 
recruitment of teachers for these 
schools. The Hebrew University's 
School of Education recently came 
to their aid by organizing a Jewish 
education seminar in Jerusalem for 
teachers and lay leaders. 

Of importance is the fact that 
some of the Jewish day schools 
arrange for their Ugh school stu- 
dents to supplement their studies by 
a study visit to Israel. 

WE HAVE listed some of the Zion- 
ist achievements of which foe South 
African community can be justifi- 
ably proud. But all is not well, even 
in the Zionist sphere. 

A large proportion of South Afri- 
can Jewish youth reach the universi- 
ties. The present generation of stu- 
dents are mostly the grandchildren 
of the immigrants who came from 
Lithuania and they are distanced 
from the Lithuanian- Jewish tradi- 
tions of their grandparents. Those 
who are in the Zionist youth move- 
ments and those who have been 
influenced by the education they 
received in the better Jewish day 
schools maintain a Zionist orienta- 
tion. But there are others who drift 
away. The impact of Zionism on the 
university campuses is hardly per- 
ceptible. With but few exceptions, 
the Jewish members of the faculty 
take no part in the Zionist move- 
ment. 

Recently, with encouragement 
from Jerusalem, a Zionist circle was 
established among the faculty at the 
University of Cape Town, and 
efforts are under way to set up a 
similar circle in Johannesburg.

Jews leaving South Africa would 
almost invariably be Israel. Parents 
would proudly tell a visitor: ‘My son 
is in Tsora; my daughter is in Jeru- 
salem." On my recent visit there 
were still such parents, but. there 
were also others who declare: “My 
son is in Melbourne: my daughter is 
in Toronto.” The young are dispers- 
ing to other dispersions in the 
English-speaking world. 

Paradoxically, white South Afri- 
can Jews have been leaving; Israeli 
immigrants have been arriving in 
South Africa. There are no reliable 
figures - estimates vary from a few 
thousand to a highly-improbable fi- 
gure of 20.000. Their impact on the 
Jewish life of the community is 
minimal. 

JEWS ARE dearly designated as a 
separate ethnic unit in South Afri- 
ca’s multi-ethnic society. In the so- 
rial research at the universities there 
are always three categories of white 
groups - Afrikaans-speaking, 
English-speaking and Jews. 

The contribution of the relatively 
small minority of Jews (less than 3 
per cent of the white population) to 
South African life has been consider- 
able - especially in law, medicine, 
commerce, literature and the arts, 
and increasingly tire descendants of 
the immigrants have distinguished 
themselves on the sportsfield. In 
World War II, a relatively large 
proportion of Jews volunteered for 
service in the South African armed 
forces and fought alongside the 
Allies. 

The Zionist movement in the past 
received encouragement from the 
strongly pro-Zionist attitude of 
several of South Africa's leaders, 
especially General Smuts and his 
deputy, Jan Hofmeyr, both of whom 
would appear at Keren Hayesod 
campaign meetings, urging Jews to 
contribute to the Zionist enterprise. 

There have been vicissitudes in 
the attitudes of the Nationalist Party 
which has been the ruling party since 
1948 to Jews, but the official visit in 
1953 of its leader, then prime minis- 
ter D.F. Mai an, to Israel heralded a 
friendly policy toward Israel, which 
has persisted among his successors. 

South African Jews have wel- 
comed the friendly relations based 
od mutual self-interest which pre- 
sently exist between South Africa 
and Israel, and understand that this 
does not imply an endorsement by 
Israel of apartheid. When, during 
tire 1960s, relations were ruptured 
fora time because of Israel’s support 


for a UN resolution directed against 
South Africa (an act which aroused 
Pretoria's bitter resentment}, the 
Jews of South Africa remained un- 
daunted in their support of Israel, 
despite the embarrassment that 
Israel's vote caused them. 

Migration of Jews from Eastern 
Europe to South Africa, which had 
accounted for the vibrancy of the 
community, did not proceed without 
abrupt interruption. In 1930 the 
South African parliament passed the

ANTI-SEMITISM is endemic iu 
South Africa as it is in other coun- 
tries. It currently finds its main ex- 
oression in the policies of the neo- 
fascist Afrikaner Weerstands- 
bewegjng.(A.W.B-) and in the ex- 
treme right-wing movement which 
has splintered off from the ruling 
Nationalist Party - the Herstigte 
(Reformed) Nationalist Party. The 
policy of another right-wing splinter 
- the Conservative Party - also raises 
serious questions in regard to its 
attitude to Jews. 

In recent years, the PLO and 
other anti-Israel influences have 
penetrated into Moslem and black 
circles, and Indian and black stu- 
dents have clashed with Jewish stu- 
dents on the campus of the Universi- 
ty of the Witwatersrand. 

As was to be expected, Jews con- 
stitute the most liberal element in 
the white sector of the population. 
Recently, overcoming qualms which 
have existed about Jewish pronouce- 
ments on the subject, the Board of 
Deputies issued a statement de- 
nouncing apartheid. 

At the same time, what has been 
happening in Zimbabwe and in other 
African states has created under- 
standable apprehension about black 
■rule. More than ever before Jews in 


violence - there will be a heightened 
motivation in some quarters to 
leave. It is to be hoped that Israel 
will be the main destination to be 
chosen, and thought is already being 
given here as to how best to facilitate 
the integration of those who choose 
to come. 

The weakening in Zionist ideolo- 
gy. so apparent in a number of other 
countries, is also perceptible to some 
extent in this more solid Zionisi 
bastion. South African Jewry, 
moreover, remains a community 
whose dependence on Israel for spir- 
itual and cultural support is yen- 
great. It cannot rely on its own 
resources which are limited. A spe- 
cial^obligation in this respect rests on 
the ’South Africans who have settled 
in Israel. There will need to be 
frequent visits by teams of shlihim - 
Zionist-minded South African olim 
who have integrated fully into the 
life of Israel and are prepared to go 
to South Africa for a period of 
Zionist service. 

Furthermore, Israel should be- 
come a study centre for many more 
hundreds of students from South 
Africa. Such study visits can enhance 
their inner Jewish staunchness and in 
a number of cases pave the wav for 
eventual aliya.

Why should Van der Hoeven be 
measured by what he did not say, in a 
brief answer to a TV question? 

In her least worthy criticism, Mrs. 
Peli quotes Geoffrey Wigodor. aqd 
Y. Eckstein of ADL, that on Awacs, 
"ail the evangelical representatives 
and senators voted against the de- 
clared interests of Israel." If they 
made any such absurd claim, they 
are “off the wall’’! Israel has no 
better friends in Washington than 
most evangelicals. Her charge is 
utterly false. She should check the 
record with ' Aipac. There may be 
bad eggs in any basket. Some 
evangelicals cling to anti-Semitic 
theologies and traditions. That is a 
reason for the Christian Embassy's 
existence and value to Israel. 

Mrs. Peli dislikes “fudging the 
historical lines separating Christian- 
ity from Judaism.” This writer 
shares her objection. Distinctions 
should remain clear between Jewish 
parent and Christian daughter 
faiths. But she misses the point of 
present history, evident in Zionism, 
that these two identities are on a 
converging course, towards one 
goal, the kingdom of the God of 
Israel. 

Her guilt-by-association conde- 
mnation of the Christian Embassy, 
for failing to purge other Christian 
groups of anti-Semitic follies, like 
casting Nordic Gentiles as Jesus and 
the good guys, and Jews only as the 
bad guys, in an METV drama, is 
hardly fair. How is Jan van der 


Hoeven, in Jerusalem, able to cor- 
rect cultural imperialism of another 
organization making its decisions in 
distant Virginia? Is she to blame for 
Meir Kahane’s defying the Bible in 
wanting to expel all Arabs, just be- 
cause he is Jewish? If 37 years of 
Israel has not led Mrs. Thatcher to 
repent British imperialist games for 
“Palestine,” how can one Dutchman 
educate Americans out of Holly- 
wood habits? 

Three great saving graces of the 
Jewish people seem to be sadly mis- 
sing in Mrs. Peli’s and others' anti- 
missionary zeal. First is a sense of 
justice, that would scream in outrage 
if publication and practice of Jewish 
truth were restricted in “Christian" 
countries, like these .demand be 
enforced in Israel. 

Second is a rigorous sense of 
truth, lacing things as they are. free 
of self-delusion. 

Third is a sense of proportion, 
seeing mountains and molehills m 
the same scale. Should she not see 
the Christian Embassy for what it is: 
a genuine friend, with limitations 
that will work out if allowed to. for 
mutual good of themselves and the 
Jewish hosts they exist to serve, in a 
world where Israel has few such 
devoted friends?
